Washington, March 23.—-(Special.)—With- 
jn one week from today the president of 
the United States will have taken one o? 
{wo steps, either one of which may, and 
in all probability will, result in war. He 
may accord formal recognition to the 
republic of Cuba, or he may, with the 
consent and assistance of congress, for- 
mally enter upon a policy of government 
ald to the starying in Cuba. General Gros- 
yvenor is today’s‘ authority for the state- 
ment that recognition of the Cuban re- 
public as entitled to a place among the 
nations of the world is the plan which 
the president has determined upon. On 
the other hand, there {s abundance of tes- 
timony to bear out the contention that, 
while the president has not yet reached 
a definite decision, he is more strongly 
inclined to what might be termed inter- 
vention in ald of the starving. 


Either One Would Bring War. 


The semi-official declarations which have 


gcne out from Madrid show: that either 
cne of these steps is almost certain to 
bring on war, unless the Spanish ministry 
backs down from the position which it 
has taken. True, the recognition of the 
Cuban republic would not, according to 
Iinternationsg 
there can be no doubt that should such 
&etep be taken by this government in 
the present state of relations with Spain 
the strain would be too much to bear. 
Spair would be forced by the sentiment 
of her people to an over: act that would 
lead to war. The Spanish gcvernment has 
intimated as strongly as anything short 
of an official declaration could put it that 
for tha government of the United States 
as such to take a hand in the internal 
affairs of Cuba by extending further aid 
to the pecple of Cuba hwould be regarded 
as Unwar.anted interference with Spain's 
affairs, and would bring war. 

If the Maine report, which is expected to 
reach congress on Monday, should prove a 
stronger document than is now expected— 
Stronger than advices which the president 
has in hang would indicate—it may be re- 
Garded or itself as a demand that hostilities 
Shall begin. So high an authority as As- 
sistant Secretary Roosevelt is quoted this 
évening in support of this latter idea. 

Secretary Roosevelt is said to have de- 
clared today that the report is equivalent 
0 a declaration of war. This same idea is 
maintained by all the officials of the navy 
department. Those who talk with their 
friends declire that the report is sure to 
Show that the destruction was done by a 
mine placed in the harbor by Spanish offi- 
clals, and that in this case a high degree of 
Spanish culpability 1s shown. It will be 
noted that in the discussion of the policy of 
the administration there is no talk of the 
intervention looking to the establishment 
of the Cuban freedom such as the people 
of the country seem to desire. There has 
been an undoubted growth in the war feel- 
‘Ing today. There: is no question that a 
much larger number of those whose views 
ara considered valuable here in Washing- 
‘on hold that war is inevitable than have 
‘ver held so before. It is said at least that 
Some of this feeling is traceable to secret 
advices received at the etate department 
from Madrid, the exact nature of which has 
hot been given to the public.

Asked About Southern Sentiment. 

The president and Senator Bacon talked 
over these suggestions at some length, and 
it is understood that they were regarded 
with favor by chief executive. The 
president questioned Senator Bacon about 
public sentiment in the south as he under- 
stood it. He said that he’ had received 
many gratifying letters from the south— 
letters showing a high degree of conserva- 
tism, and at the same time a highé degree 
of patriot'sm. Senator Bacon replied that 
such letters represented the situation in 
the south as he understood it. While Geor- 
gia was on the picket line, and in case of 
land warfare would in all probability be 
called upon to bear the brunt of much of 
the fighting, the people of the state and 
the people of the south were a unit in their 
belief that there should no avoidance 
of war at the expense of national honor.

balloons for observation purposes. He has 
asked repeatedly fOr an appropriation from 
congress for experiments in this line, but 
thus far his efforts to obtain money have 
been unsuccessful.

Should an army of occupation be sent 
to Cuba ‘the balloons Would Be of use, it 
is thought, in the observations of the opera- 
tions of the enemy's army, the country 
being quite thickly wooded so that it would 
be impossible sometimes to ascertain the 
movements of the opposing troops while on 
the ground.

Jacksonville, Fla., March 23.—Judge Ad- 
vocate Marix left Miami at 7:30 this morn- 
ing on the East Coast railway, reached 
Jacksonville at 7:45 o’ctock on time and left 
at & o’clock via the Florida Central and 
Peninsular and Southern and will pass 
through Savannah, Columbia, Charjotte, 
Greensboro.

derers, one of whom was Edgar Stripling, 
broke jail at Hamilton last night and are 
now supposed to de in Alabama. 

The escape was effected at midnight and 
was discovered this morning. Bloodhounds 
are now on the track of the prisoners. 
Those who escaped were: Edgar Stripling. 
under life sentence for killing Will Cornett; 
John Evans and Charles Harris, colored, 
charged with murder, and Jule Gill, col- 
ored, misdemeanor. The only prisoner ih 
jail who did not escape was Terrell Huff, 
who was jointly convicted of murder with 
Stripling. The bars of the cage were saw- 
ed with files, which had been secured in 
gome unknown manner. The breaking of 
the exterior walls was aided by outside 
parties. Huff says that the men were at 
work several days, but that he was afraid 
to tell it, fearing they would kill him. 

Edgar Strfpling’s case was one of the 
most sensational in the history of Harris 
county. He shot Cornett through his win- 
dow at the-latter’s home, alleging that he 
had insulted his wife and sister. He sub- 
sequently surrendered and was convicted 
along with ‘Huff, who; it was alleged, aiced 
in the killing. The cases of Stripling and 
Huff have been pending in the supreme 
court, to which they were carried. Both 
are well-known young men.

DEMANDS TO HEAR FROM BERNER 


Judge Atkinson Asks What the Sena- 
tor Thinks About Free Coinage. 

Knoxville, Ga., March 23.—(Special.)—Hon. 
R. L. Berner spoke here yesterday at noon, 
and Hon. Spencer R. Atkinson today at 
noon, in behalf of their opposing interests 
as candidates for governor. R. D. Smith 
presented Judge Atkinson to a large audi- 
ence, and said that he was Georgia's pio- 
neer silver advocate, as he was the first 
man who ever made a race tor office in 
Georgia on the platform of the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver at the ratio of 
146 to 1. In reply, speaking on the free 
coinage question, Mr. Atkinson said in 
part: 

“The gold standard means absolute ruin 
for Georgia. In 1892 1 was in tavor of silvec 
at the ratio of 16 tol. In 1892 1 ran for Ol- 


| uce upon this platform, and Went down 
'in deteat. A candidate for the office ef 


governor has asked: ‘Where did Atkinson 
stand in the years 1892 and ’94 and ‘96? I 
ask you: ‘Where did other peopie stand”? 
In 1892 1 was denounced as a communist for 
standing up for free silver, and because I 
was in favor of. a graduated income tax 
system. In 1894 such a system was advo- 
cated in the halls of the national congress, 
and the bill was passed. I ask you if the 
advoeates of this bill were anarchists. It 
has also been asked by one of my oppo- 
nents, ‘where was Spencer in 1892?’ 

“IT say to you that 1 have always responed 
to apy call of the democratic party In time 
of need and am ever ready to respond. I 
would like to be informed where some 
other people stood on the question of the 
free coinage of silver in 1892. How did Mr. 
Berner, whose banner was afloat in Craw- 
ford county yesterday, stand in °92? How 
did he stand in 1894, and how, in 1896, when 
the party was forming the- principles upon 
which it must either stand or go down in 
defeat? He says he accepted the Chicago 
platform. \Many things I accept that I do 
not indorse. You accepted the ruin of 
Sherman's army as he marched through 
the state, leaving devastation and ruin be- 
hind, but, my friends, you did not indorse 
it. There is a vast difference in accepting 
a thing and indorsing the same.” 

Mr. Atkinson said that it was not his de- 
sire to awaken in the breasts of the people 
prejudices against the other candidates, 
and that he would not do so.

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Wandering in a Maze. 

Our evening contemporary, in an ef- 
fort to be “all things to all men,” has 
begun to wander in a maze. In fact, 
that maze has become so thick that its 
movements are sometimes hard to fol- 
low.

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Solicitous About ‘‘The Masses.”’ 

A newspaper of this state which does 
not accept the democratic platform is 
very solicitous as to the rights of “the 
masses” under the-call for a primary re- 
cently made by the democratic state ex- 
ecutive committee. 

Passing by all personalism which this 
newspaper tries to inject into the dis- 
cussion, and coming to the fact itself, 
some of its points may be taken up. 
With an oracular air, it is declared that 
“supreme authority rests with the dem- 
ocratic masses—this in its essence is 
democracy.” 

The framing of such an elegant state- 
ment as this would qualify the writer 
to enter into competition with Presi- 
dent McKinley as a maxim maker. But 
with that we have nothing to do. The 
maxim itself is very good, and The Con- 
stitution fully regrets that the newspaper 
alluded to did not come to that conclu- 
sion a year or two ago. About that 
time the “democratic masses’’ began to 
think that they had ‘‘supreme authority.” 
They began meeting in the various mi- 


litia precincts throughout the union, and 


electing delegates to state conventions. 
These state conventions in turn, as the 
agents of ‘‘the democratic masses” to 
carry out their “supreme authority,” 
went up to Chicago, and there they en- 
acted into a fixed platform the ideas 
which they had been commissioned to 
insert therein. Thus “the democratic 
masses” had won their victory, and “‘su- 
preme authority’ went forth to do its 
work. Its mandate was so successful 
that it commanded the _ allegiance of 
nearly seven million American voters, 
and came within an ace of carrying the 
country. 

There were to be found here and there 
those who denounced “the democratic 
masses” as anarchists, and who had no 
words severe enough with which to crit- 
icise their platform. ‘These people went 
into a rebellion against their own party, 
with very little effect, however, since 
they rallie& only 120,000 voters as 
against nearly 7,000,000 throughout the 
This “supreme authority” 
now in control of the democratic party.

Sinee France has delayed so long in 
the matter of taking any part in the 
Chinese affair there are suspicious ftndi- 
cations that her present attitude is large- 
ly due to Russian influence.

Frauds in Weighing Mails. 


[:ditor Constitution—T rere as qrestions of 
vital importance going on in cur national 
atiairs which the people shoulu have tne 
liberty to discuss through tne press an 
otherwise, sc that they May be enlightened 
and become more intelligent voters. We 
have a number of grave questions that are 
overshawowed by these of minor import- 
ance, among the former of which is the 
1ailroids as carriess of our mails.

Sc.me facts have been brought out by the 
discussion? of the Loud bilk that were 
simpling startling. 
on account of a deficit in our postal service 
ang the aim was to recomperse for this 
deficit by lévying a heavier pcestage upon 
~ertain newspapers, but it was defeated by 
eertain congressmen, bringing to light a 
systematic process of defrauding the £0V- 
ernment by our railway mail service. 
process having had an airing before con- 
gress, No harm can coMe of taking a fre~ 
sume of the discoveries they made. Every 
four years the mail that is received by 
one-fourth of the roads {s curefully weig4- 
ed for a period of thirty days, and upon 
these weights the amount of mail for all 
the roads for a term of four years is com- 
puted. During these thirty days, as has 
been showfi by some of our leading con- 
gressmen, the most glaring frauds have 
been perpetrated. All the frank matter 
possible is procured and probably by ques- 
tionable means in some jnstances, by the 
roads during this time. Frankage is gath- 
ered up by them by the hundred tons, 
whether by consent or knowledge of con- 
gress members direct cannot be asserted; 
and sent throughout this broad land, prin- 
cipally or largely. to Say the least, to their 
various agents along the respective lines. 
Much of it is sent in sacks to these agents 
with ora] instructions to label the separace 
packages to other parties along -this im- 
mediate line of road, thereby getting this 
matter reweighed, and ‘having placed to 
their already padded business this addi- 
tional credit. —

matter mare appalling, this is only a paft \ 


of their excessive charges, The govern- 
ment pavs $5,700 a year for a mail] car that 
cost the owner only $3,000 to construct, and 
the average life of these cars is twenty 
vears, making nearly 200 per c@ént we pay 
for the use of them. In other wores, it is 
gaid that we pay four million dollars for 
this car rental. when it should be had at 
about one million. If our railway Mail ser- 
vice should be brought down to its legiti- 
mate cost. 1 cent would carry our letters 
with much more remuneration to the gov- 
ernment than it now gets with two. It 
has been shown tkrat the amouat paid for 
this carrying of mails will pay a fair inter- 
est on the cost of the roads. Let is he 
awake to our own interest in these matters 
and -°e that our congressmen take stens to 
minimize these frauds E. Cc.

“That the government. and the people of 
the United Siates, while avowing that at 
all times and to the uttermost limit, they 
will maintain their national honor and pro-

“That supremely confident in the loyalt¥ 
and patriotic devotion of the peopie of 
every class and of every section of the 
country, strong in more than 70,000,000 peo- 
ple, resolute, brave and ready for any per- 
sonal sacrifice the honor and safety of 
their government may require them, and 
rich in the possession of material resources 
practically without limit, the United States 
nevertheless desire and intend, in the pres- 
ent ‘threatening emergency, earnestly and 
patiently to use every practicable and hon- 
orable means to preserve peace so far as 
the same may be consistent with the honor 
of the nation and with their duty to them- 
selves and to others. 

“That while unswerving in their purpdse 
to fully protect the honor and the property 
of the nation as well as the persons of its 
citizens and while determined upon the 
performance of their duty to humanity and 
a neighboring peaple struggling for liberty. 
the United States desiring peace amd de- 
precating war, will in good faith endeavor 
to accomplish these ends, consistently with 
national honor, through peaceful agencies 
and without unnecessary resort to war end 
bloodshed.” 


Mr. Bacon said that owing to the im- 
portance of the resolution he would rot 
ask for its immediate consideration, but 
would permit it to lie on the table until to- 
morrow. 

Then Mr. Hale, of Maine, chairman of the 
naval affairs committee, quietly arose and 
favorably reported the bill providing for 
relief for the Survivors of the Maine ca- 
tastrophe.. There was a suppressed mur- 
mur of expectancy in the galleries, but the 
measure was read and passed without a 
word of debate:

Two sessions were held yesterday. One 
in the afternooon and the other at night. 
Organizauon Was effected at the afternoon 
meting and much was done in the way 
of getting the conference in shape. 

The formation of the orphans’ home con- 
ference of the §outheastern states is the 
frat organization of its kind in the south 
and as it now includes five of the south- 
em states it is believed ail the states in 
the south will be represented in another 
year. The motion which culminated in 
the organization was made by Mm H. LL. 
Crumley, superintendent ‘Yof the orphans’ 
home at Decatur. He was instrumental 
in bringing together the delegates and is 
an active worker for the the 
conference.

Organization Made Permanent. 

After the welcome by Mr. tiemphill the 
work of organization was begun.

Home, made a motion that the permanent 
organization to be known as the Orphans’ 
Home Conference of the Southeastern 
States be organized. This motion was 
unanimously carried. The temporary offi- 
cers for the organization were elected. 
Rev. J. B. Boone, of the Baptist Orphanage 
of Thomasville, 'N. C., was chosen tem- 
porary president and Rev. W. E. Munford, 
of the Methodist Orphans’ Home of Macon, 
was selected secretary. 

These officers took their seats and after 
a few words from Rev. Mr. Boone the work 
of the conference was begun. Mr. Crum- 
ley read a constttution which he had pre- 
pared and submitted it to the conference 
for their approval. A committee was ap- 
pointed to which the proposed constitution 
was referred and also the selection of 
nominations for permanent officers. This 
committee will report on Friday. 

Rev. H. L. Crumley, who was instrumen- 
tal in bringing the delegates here and who 
promoted the conference, in a short talk 
said that he was giad to have those bere 
who represented a work which was 50 
good and meant so much for little children. 
He said it had long been his desire to have 
just such a meeting asthis and he believed 
it was the -beginntne of an organized 
movement for orphanage work. 

Many of the delegates here are ladiee 
who have come from neighboring states to 
attend this conference. They represent the 
philanthropic work of the communities 
in which they iive and are greatly in- 
terested in the care and protection of he!lp- 
less childhood.

‘““Phe Great Work Orphans’ Homes are Do- 
ing’’ and Mr. J. L. Vass on “The Origin 
and Necessity for Orphans’ Homes.” 

Both of these addresses contained® many 
entertaining facts regurding the work 
which the delegates are engaged and ihey 
gave attention to speakers. Mr. 
Robert H. Smith presided during the even- 
ing and introduced the speakers to the au- 
dience. 

After a prayer by Dr. Roberts and a song 
in which the congregation joined, Rev. Mr. 
Boone made his address. He told of the 
scarcity of homes for little children, until 
a recent date, and, among the other pro- 
Visions that had been made for suffering 
humanity. the establishment of orphans’ 
homes had been badly neglected. 

“There is no case in the world that needs 
help more than an orphan,” he said. ‘‘Con- 
sequently the helping of an orphan is a 
great work. A boy or a girl deprived of a2 
father’s help. his counsel and advice and 
f0 borne down with poverty as to be un- 
abie to maintain the struggje, or to stem 
the current that hears it down to, ruin, 
stands before you: to take hold of such a 
one, lift its head above the adverse waves.

Ile began by telling some historical facts 
in regard to the beginning and deveilop- 
ment of these churitable institutions. 

He said that as far back as Exodus there 
were institutions of the kind and such work 
going on. Down through the centuries 
it continued, but in different ways. in 
some countries commendable, while in 
Others the care and keeping of children 
was made a trade in order that they might 
be made to earn their own livelihood and 
also be a source of prefit to their pretended 
benefactors, 

ie said the first account we have of the 
estavlishment of an orphanage js in 1695. 

The of charity,.- who took cogni- 
zance of this kind of work, was eStablish- 
ed a short while before this date. In 1695 
a school was formed which cared for 809 
orphans. i.sater came the superb schools 
that were erected in England and soon 
after that the one’in Savannah. 

“The Catholics had such institutions.,.’”’ 
he said, “for the care of children centu- 
ries before, but it was for the purpose of 
furthering the Catholic belief. In recent 
years the work has increased rapidly. Oniy 
a short time sga wo had only three orphan- 
age, now we have Seven jin South Caro- 
lin. This increase is true in Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi and other states 
sented here. 

“The necessity of these institutions,’’ he 
continued “arises, from the number of 
children that are unprotected. Better 
care is necessary for them. We must have 
more and better methods for teaching 
them and rearing them to be useful citi- 
zens. We have not yet reached the best 
plan. It if a great appeal to me when 
I look into the faces of my little boys. 

“The first argument I wish to present to 
you is the number of children that are 
out of orphanages that ought to be in 
them. There are about 5,000 represented at 
this conference. For every one J take into 
our home I have to turn away twenty. 
Sav this is true with each of the homes 
and there @re 100,000 children in five states 
that we cannot: take in. 

“The second thought is the condition of 
the children out of the homes. It is a 
very dark and sad picture. There are 
many gathered in mercantile and personal 
orphanages where they are forced to make 
their own livelihood and are almost in 
actual slavery.”

“STOCKS DEPRESSED | 


Controversy Between the United Stats 
and Spain the Influence. 


ALL THE MARKETS AFFECTED 


Changes for the Most Part Insignifi- 
cant, the Market Closing with 
a Rally in Force. 


New York, March 23.—The doubt over the 
outcome of the Cuban controversy between 
the United States and Spain was the de- 
pressing influence in the local stock market 
today, as it was in every market for secu- 
rities in the world. In Paris the weakness 
of Spanish 4s affected all other securities 
by sympathy and the same influence weak- 
ened the markets in London and Berlin, 
the heaviness of American railroad securi- 
ties being an additional factor at the latter 
two centers. On the local exchange there 
was a well defined bull party whose opera- 
tions were attended with more or less suc- 
cess, thus subtracting very much from 
the volume of depression. The motive pub- 
licly avowed by this bull party for ‘ts at- 
ticude is that prices are lower than are 
warranted by intrinsic values and by the 
political outlook. But it is doubtless in- 
fluenced also by the technical condition 
of the market, which is full of short con- 
tracts waiting to be covered on the expect- 
ed slump on anticipated decisive develop- 
ments in the Cuban situation. There is a 
temptation for a bull clique to mark up 
prices in such a market and force the bears 
to cover. The success of the bulls today 
was only moderate. in inducing covering, 
but they did discourage further short sell- 
ing and twice rallied prices from declines 
running up to a point or over in many 
prominent stocks. The market closed with 
one of these rallies in force, so that the 
net changes are for the most part insig- 
nificant and there is a fair eprinkling of 
gains. The industrial specialties continued 
to be the chief sufferers from depression, 
Manhattan, Metropolitan Street Railway 
and Sugar being especially marked out for 
selling pressure. The railroad list was 

reétty well. sustained and the Northern 

acific preferred and Union F'acific prefer- 

red showed a little firmness. The resistance 
to the threatening news developments of 
the day can only be attributed to what is 
regarded by the bull faction as its over 
sold condition. The money market seems 
to be waiting on the Cuban question equal- 
ly with stocks. Bankers are loath to put 
ou. money in time loans, although the 
available, supply, with the replenishment 
of. the gold imports, is said to be quite 
large. Today's falling exchange and re- 
newal of engagements of gold may-be put 
down to apprehension over the future rath- 
er than to the present actual demands for 
money. 

The bond market continued to lack ani- 
mation, trading being confined to a few 
speculative issues. The tone was weak.

Northwest receipts 
were moderate, Minneapolis and Duluth re- 
porting 324 cars, against 261 last week and 
233 a year ago. Chicago receipts, however, 
were again heavy at 187 cars, 77 of that 
number being contract quality. Besides 
this, thirteen cars and 32,400 bushels were 
transferred from unlicensed houses, a total 
addition to the contract stocks today of 
about 152,000 bushels. The weather news 
was the factor, and there was enough de- 
mand from shorts at the openifYg to start 
July about %c higher at 8@864c and May 
%c higher at $L0€%. The latter delivery was 
very dull most of the session, The opening 
prices in July proved to be the highest of 
the day. There “was little enthusiasm to 
the buying, and after the first few minutes’ 
trading, prices began slowly slipping away. 
Reports from the winter wheat states said 
that little or no damage had resulted from 
last night’s freeze. Apprehension on this 
score being removed the demand from 
shorts and for investment soon disappear- 
ed almost altogether. The decline was slow, 
as not much selling pressure was apparent, 
and up to about noon the market was in & 
state of dullness bordering on stagn:tion.

Lewis, J.—1. In a suit against a street 
railroad company for persona) injuries re- 
sulting by its car coming in contact with 
one who was undertaking to cross its track, 
the plaintiff cannot recover if, by the ex- 
care, he could have 
consequences of defendant’s 
negligence at any time after such negli- 
gence had become apparent, or ‘he had 
reason to apprehend its existence.
